An Army of Steel Workers Quit 
ïlieir Work. 


NOT A MATTER OF WAGES 


Want Rights of Organized Labor 
Recognized—Said to Be 74,- 
0 0 0 Men Out. 


Reports received from all sources 
connected with the great strike of 
the steel workers Monday indicate 
that 
the 
members of the A m a l­ 
gamated association have matters 
well in hand, and that the strike 
order was generally obeyed, says a 
Pittsburg dispatch of the 15th. 
Telegrams from various points 
, where the mills of the American 
Tin Plate company, the American 
Steel 
Hoop 
and 
the 
American 
Sheet Steel company are located 
tell of the shutting down of the 
plants in large numbers. 
In many 
cases the plants 
had 
been shut 
down by the 
first 
strike 
order, 
which affected the sheet steel and 
the steel 
hoop 
companies 
only. 
The last order brought out all of 
the union plants of the American 
T in Plate company, with the sin­ 
gle exception of the new mill in 
Monessen, which is still running. 
A t the Amalgam ated association 
headquarters it is stated that the 
figures given out Saturday night 
regarding the number of men who 
would be actually idle in the mills 
of the three companies have been 
proved correct. 
The number was 
placed at 74,000. 
O f the 74,000 men idle, 2,500 
are in Pittsburg, 800 in Allegheny 
and 1,500 in McKeesport. 
Presi- 
d e it Shaffer has it in his power to 
close many more Pittsburg mills, 
but it is not thought that he will 
do anything of a radical nature un­ 
til he is compelled. 
This strike bears resemblance to 
the historical Homestead strike in 
1892, in that it is not a question of 
wages, but of recognition of the 
Am algam ated 
association. 
The 
association insists upon unionizing 
the plants of the three companies 
in question. 
The members refuse 
to concede this demand, and say 
that individual contracts with their 
men which are in force at a num­ 
ber of plants must stand. 
Should the strike be prolonged, 
m any interests would be sure to 
suffer. 
The strikers could prob­ 
ably take good care of themselves. 
W ork is plenty on all sides, and, 
besides, the Am algam ated associa­ 
tion has 
a strike fund 
in bank 


which is said to amount to between 
$200,000 and $300,000. 
The rail­ 
roads would be among the greatest 
sufferers, as a long strike would 
greatly decrease the shipment of 
mill products. 
Building contractors and others 
using iron and steel would also 
come in for much loss. 
It is even 
possible that building operations 
might be seriously hampered. The 
demand for coke and coil would 
fall off. 
The possibilities of the 
strike are startling.
